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This  bulletin  is  for  the  guidance  of  persons  desiring  to  meet 
the  requirements  for  licensure  to  practice  a profession  or  to 
work  at  an  occupation  or  trade  in  this  Commonwealth  under 
licensure  laws  administered  by  the  professional  examining 
boards  in  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction.  A list  of 
these  boards  appears  on  the  opposite  page.  Brief  statements 
of  the  requirements  for  licensure  in  various  fields  appear  in 
the  following  pages  of  this  bulletin. 

Persons  preparing  to  meet  licensure  law  requirements  by 
attending  a school  or  college  outside  the  State  of  Pennsylvania 
should  make  certain  that  such  school  or  college  is  approved 
by  the  professional  examining  board  responsible  for  the 
administration  of  the  licensure  law. 

Approved  schools  and  colleges  may  have  admission  require- 
ments exceeding  licensure  law  requirements.  Information  in 
this  connection  should  be  obtained  from  the  authorities  at 
the  school  or  college  where  admission  is  desired.

or  structural  design  and  supervision  of  construction  of  buildings;  or 
any  other  service  in  connection  with  the  designing  or  supervision  of 
construction  of  buildings  located  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, regardless  of  whether  such  persons  are  performing  one 
or  all  of  these  duties,  or  whether  they  are  performed  in  person  or  as 
the  directing  head  of  an  office  or  organization  performing  them.

The  Chiropractic  Registration  Act  of  1951— Administered  by  the  State  Board

Definition— “Chiropractic”  shall  mean  a system  of  locating  mis- 
aligned or  displaced  vertebrae  of  the  human  spine,  the  examination 
preparatory  to  and  the  adjustment  by  hand  of  such  misaligned  or  dis- 
placed vertebrae,  and  other  articulations,  together  with  the  use  of 
scientific  instruments  of  analysis,  as  taught  in  the  approved  schools 
and  colleges  of  chiropractic,  without  the  use  of  either  drugs  or  surgery. 
The  term  “chiropractic”  shall  not  include  the  practice  of  obstetrics 
or  reduction  ol  fractures  or  major  dislocations.

office  of  a dentist  or  in  any  public  or  private  institutions  such  as 
schools,  hospitals,  orphan  asylums,  and  sanitoriums,  or  State  health 
cars,  under  the  general  supervision  of  a licensed  and  registered  dentist, 
and  not  otherwise,  and  who  does  not  perform  any  other  operation  or 
work  on  the  teeth,  jaws,  gums,  or  mouth  whatever.

examination  in  fundamental  engineering  subjects,  and  who  shall  be 
eligible  upon  the  completion  of  the  requisite  years  of  experience  in 
engineering,  under  the  supervision  of  a professional  engineer,  or 
similarly  qualified  engineer,  for  the  final  examination  prescribed  for 
licensure  as  a professional  engineer.
